It is fitting that with the pub­ 
lication ol tht* Elk Grove Cen­ 
tennial celebration, there be pub­ 
lished the following account of 
the recent formation of a I). A. 
R. chapter in Chicago in honor of 
Aaron Miner, a Revolutionary 
soldier who came to Elk Grove 
IOO years ago and is buried in 
the Elk Grove cemetery. 


A Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution was or­ 
ganized June 13, 1933 and approv­ 
ed by the National Board of Man­ 
agement of the D. A. R. at its only 
meeting ever held outside of Wash­ 
ington at the Union League club, 
Chicago, June 13. 
It was named in honor of Aaron 
Miner, a soldier of the American 
Revolution who lies buried in the 
Elk Grove cemetery. 
Miss Addie 
Roziene is a direct descendent., and 
is one of the organizers of the new 
Chapter. 
Mrs. Daniel Taylor, 1905 Morse 
avenue, Chicago, is Regent* Mrs. 
Marie Tylee McHugh, 5960 Fulton 
street, Chicago, is vice-regent, and 
Mrs. Goo. H. Heafford, 6738 Cor­ 
nell avenue is recording secretary. 
Any one of these 
ladies will be 
glad to furnish information con­ 
cerning admission to the Chapter, 
for we understand there are some 
people in the vicinity of Elk Grove, 
also descenders of Aaron Miner, 
that undoubtedly would like to af­ 
filiate with the Chapter. 
Aaron Miner 
Ancestors of Aaron Miner (the. 
original name was Pullman) are 
known to have taken part in the 
War of the Roses in England. Even 
earlier, between the years 1327 and 
1377, history tells of the services 
rendered the King. 
Bullman was a miner in Somer­ 
set county, England. Because of 
valuable service and contribution of 
men and equipments for the king’s 
army, and the successful results in 
the wars with France, he was giv­ 
en recognition by being made the 
recipient of a charter authorizing < 
the change of name to Henry Min­ 
er, and the adoption of a Coat of 
Arms, an angular barred shield, 
marked with three 
circles. 
The 
shield later took on more graceful 
lines, the sides and angles being 
changed to curves and points. 
The fifth generation from the or­ 
iginal Henry Miner, wras William 
Miner. 
This man wras looked up­ 
on as the flower of chivalry. 
He 
lived to avenge the murder, in the 
Tow’er of London of two princes— 
Prince Edward of Wales and his 
bi other, the Duke of York—sons of 
Edward I\ —for their murderer 
who was their Uncle, Duke of Glou­ 
cester, and who 
had proclaimed 
himself King Richard III, was kill­ 
ed in the Battle of Bosworth Fields. 
A grandson of this William Min­ 
er, Thomas by name, was the first 
of the family to come to America. 
He came in 1630 and later settled 
in Connecticut. He was a member 
of the General Court and served as 
a Lieutenant in the Colonial Indian 
Wars. 
His Grandson, John, was one of 
the first to settle at Woodbury, Con­ 
necticut. He was educated at Hart­ 
ford and became a missionary and 
interpreter to the Indians, holding 
their implicit confidence. All deeds 
made by the Indians were executed 
before him. He was Captain of the 
Militia, and for twenty years was 
a member of the General Court. 
This John was the Great Great 
Grandfather of Aaron Miner 
Aaron Miner was born in Wood­ 
bury, Connecticut, March 22, 1757. 
True to his ancestry, he entered the 
service of his country at an early 
age. He w as a member of Captain 
Phineas Porter’s Company of Gen­ 
eral Wooster’s First Connecticut 
Regiment in 1775. 
This regiment 
was engaged in operations around 
Lakes George and Champlain; at 
St. John’s and at 
Montreal. 
He 
later was elected and reelected se­ 
lectman in Waite.sfieid, Vermont. 
Removed with his son, Dr. Freder­ 
ick T. Miner to Elk Grove, Illinois 
in 1833. The journey was made in 
a covered wagon drawn by oxen. 
Others of the party made the trip 
by w'ater, coming by the way of 
the Great Lakes and settled but a 
short distance from 
Elk 
Grove. 
Here 
Aaron 
Miner 
lived until 
March 29, 1849. 
He is buried in 
Elk Grove cemetery, and his grave 
is suitably marked by members of 
the D. A. R. 
Three hundred and ninety-twro 
soldiers of the American Revolu­ 
tion are buried in Illinois, but only 
three are recorded in Cook county:

About $21,000 in 1931 taxes were 
collected last week 
in Wheeling 
township, by Collector William A. 
Annen, who held office hours in Ar­ 
lington Heights and Wheeling to 
collect the second installments for 
1931. 
About 45 per cent of 1931 taxes 
in Wheeling township are now paid, 
according to Mr. Annen. 
However, only about 
half the 
peciple who paid their first install­ 
ments have paid their second. This 
is due, Mr. Annen believes, to un­ 
certainty in the minds of taxpayers 
regarding the order of the board of 
review to cut the 
assessment of 
small homes 15 per cent for 1931. 
Although upheld by the Supreme 
Court of Illinois, other Cook Coun­ 
ty officialdom was dissatisfied with 
the assessment cut and have ap­ 
plied to the court for a rehearing; 
apparently intending to stop the 
actual cut until the bulk of 1931 
taxes are collected.

sumed, however, that in case the 
cut is confirmed finally, that any 
excess taxes paid for 1931 would 
he credited on the 1932 taxes.

AN EDITORIAL 


Probably a very small percentage of the residents of Arling­ 
ton Heights appreciate some of the worries that those connected 
with delivering of water to our residents, go through from time 
to time, especially these hot Saturday afternoons, during July 
and August, as well as the Monday forenoons. Only a moderate 
amount ol investigation would indicate that the Arlington Heights 
water system is insufficient. 
Nothing could be more serious 
unless perhaps an insufficient amount of food. 
It is not only 
important from the standpoint of domestic needs, but very de­ 
cidedly so, from the standpoint of fire protection. 


Our officials of Arlington Heights have realized the need 
fo rsome time, but have felt this is an improper time to con­ 
sider any considerable expenditure. 
Now, however, the govern­ 
ment, under the public works section of the National Recovery 
Act, as a means of encouraking and as a stimulant to unemploy­ 
ment, the government is offering to pay for a portion of ap­ 
proved public improvements and offering to finance at a low 
rate of interest the remaining portion which is left to the 
municipality. 


Mayor Flentie and the Village Board have had made, suitable 
plans and specifications for improvements to the Arlington 
Heights water system and are making application to the Govern­ 
ment for $50,000 for that purpose. 
Chairman O. G. Barrett of 
the water committee is author of the idea that no such extension 
responsibility should be thrown upon the citizenry of Arlington ’ 
Heights without their full knowledge of the details of the plans, 
and it was upon his suggestion that arrangements are being moxie 
for a mass meeting at the village hall Friday evening, Septem­ 
ber I, when all details of the project are to be discussed. 


It is to be hoped that all our people interested in the civic 
affairs of Arlington Heights and in the expenditures of funds, 
which reflect back upon the individual, shall attend this meeting 
and become thoroughly advised of all the facts.

A speech by Commander Scully 
of the Ninth district followed. The 
program closed with two selections,

There are over 400 accounts in 
the Peoples State Bank of Arling­ 
ton Heights for which no 
claims 
have been filed. 
Receiver E. F. 
Laurin is issuing dividend checks 
to those who have filed claims, but 
the money that in reality belongs 
to the owners of the above men­ 
tioned 400 accounts can not be paid 
out. 
Strange to say some of those ac­ 
counts are of comparatively large 
size. 
It has been suggested that 
every person who ever had an ac­ 
count at that bank, call and learn 
if 
his 
account w7as completely 
closed out, or not. Accounts of less 
than $2.00 are being paid in full. 
Others are being paid IO per cent 
of their claims. 
This condition is not 
unusual 
among the closed banks 
of the 
state, but Receiver Laurin is anxi­ 
ous that every 
person 
who has 
money coming to him, receive his 
share of the dividend. In the inter 
est of efficiency, claims should be 
made, regardless of the size of the 
account. 


Mr. Noble J. Puffer, director of 
education of Division One of the 
Cook County schools, 
is serving 
this week as supervisor of 32 boys 
out of 176 who are attending the 
Boys’ State Fair School at Spring­ 
field. Mr. Puffer wras asked by the 
Cook County 
Superintendents of 
Schools, Mr. Otto F. Aken, to serve 
in his place. 
County superintend­ 
ents are acting “chaperons” in the 
school. 
This is a regular school w^ith col­ 
lege instructors who lecture morn­ 
ings on better farming and farm 
life betterment. The boys take 
notes and write reports which are 
submitted to their chaperons and 
finally graded for the best report. 
The winners, one^ 
boy from the 
country, and one boy from a city, 
are awarded $10 bills and 
gold 
medals as prizes. 
This is a great experience for 
boys, from which they may profit 
greatly. To date, Cook County has 
not sent delegates any year. 
Mr. 
Aken hopes next year to send a 
quota of fifteen. 
Each boy is ap­ 
pointed by the County Superintend­ 
ent and the Farm Adviser, but pays 
his own expenses which total $5. 
The camp is under a military officer 
who is in charge of sanitation and 
health. 
Interesting daily programs are 
printed in a booklet, which appears 
much like that of a farmers’ insti­ 
tute, wdth noted speakers. “From 
my observation, the boys are great­ 
ly interested in the school,” stated 
Mr. Puffer after the first day. 


This firm has just 
secured the approval of the Illinois 
representatives of the government 
to an improvement at Peoria to 
cost over $800,000. They are thor­ 
oughly familiar with the regula­ 
tions and 
believe that Arlington 
Heights is so situated financially 
that an approval from the govern­ 
ment can be secured for the $50,- 
000 improvement. 
The first requisite is that the 
improvement be self-liquidating. In 
this case, the bonds that will be 
taken by the Government, will be 
paid from the profits of the water 
department. 
While 
the 
interest 
rate is only 4 per cent, the pay­ 
ment of 5M> per cent over a term 
of thirty years will pay both the 
interest 
and the principal. 
The 
government pays 30 per cent of the 
actual amount expended for labor 
and materials, winch in the case of 
the proposed improvement here, 
w'ould amount 
to 
$12,500. 
The 
yearly cost to Arlington Heights 
wrould thus be 5% per cent of $37,- 
500, or about $2100. 
It is esti­ 
mated by the engineer that there 
would be many savings in the op­ 
eration of the 
new7 plant, which 
would cut present costs consider­ 
able and that the $2100 could eas­ 
ily he paid from the profits of the 
department.
